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THE principal spring wheat millin 
centers produced in the aggregate last 
week 369,335 bbls of flour. The Head of 
the Lakes mills increased their output 
from 23,890 to 35,510, while that of the 
Minneapolis mills decreased from 310,- 
885 to 725 bbls, and Milwaukee mille 
produced 31,000, about the same amount 
as that made there for some weeks. A 
number of mills at St. Louis and vicin- 
ity have either shut down or reduced 
their output on account of the dullness 
in the flour market there and the week’s 
production was only 52,000 bbls against 
71,000 for the week ending Sept. 14. 
Kansas City produced 35,050 bbls, a 
slight reduction on her recent output. 


ForREIGN demand continues to be prac- 
tically eliminated from the flour market 
and domestic trade was less satis- 
factory at most points than last week. 
According to today’s cables there is 
no improvement in United Kingdom 
flour markets. At Glasgow there is 
practically no demand and a tendency 
is manifest on the part of sellers to 
shade prices. The Liverpool market is 
inactive and the demand limited, with 
no —— change in prices. Heavy 
supplies continue to have a depressin 
effect on the London market, thoug 
prices remain nearly unchanged. The 
peoseare to sell continues ver on 

he Amsterdam market was dal dur- 
ing the past week. Few buyers were 
in evidence and the passing business 
quite limited.

‘Lhis is not to say that there is no such 
concern in existence. There undoubted- 
ly is, but its modesty in neglecting 
to give the town in which ''America’s 
Greatest Winter Wheat Patent,’’ is made 
seems to be somewhat strained. If 
‘tTown Talk,” is, as it claims to be, 
‘tThe Favorite Flour in Irish American 
Family Trade Throughout the United 
States” the location of the mill mak- 
ing it should be well known; in fact it 
ought to be as familiar as a household 
word, an Irish-American household 
word like ‘' Begorra” or ‘' Bejabers”’ for 
instance. It must be admitted that such 
is not the case for of all the millers who 
read this article probably few have ever 
before heard of ‘tAmerica’s Greatest,”’ 
the favorite flourof the Irish-American 
family trade. Possibly it is not alto- 
— because of modesty that the Town 

alk Milling Co. neglects to state its 
exact location in its advertisement. It 
may have been deemed expedient as a 
precautionary measure. The exception- 
ally unlucky man who missed the twen- 
ty — he expected to find in his bag 
of flour might seek to make trouble in 
which case a little inexactitude as tothe 
company’s whereabouts might not be 
undesirable. 


IN stating its pes osal the Town Talk 
advertisement begins most appropri- 
ately with a delightful Irish bull. It 
says that the object of the company, in 
making such a generous distribution of 
resents is to make its ‘tfamous flour 

nown.”? Only a purveyor to the Irish 
trade could understand how an un- 
known flour could still be famous, or 
why, being already famous, it is neces- 
sary to make it known. Evidently 
‘Town Talk” is not a favorite with the 
Irish-American trade because of its 

uality alone, it is sympathetically 
rish even in the language of its adver- 
tisements. This is a clever touch and 
will doubtless add materially to the 

opularity of the brand in dear old Ire- 
and, where the charming bull adds 
piquancy to every-day conversation. To 
offset this subtle appeal to national tra- 
ditions, the Town Talk people have com- 
mitted an error which is astonishing 
when one considers the tact elsewhere 
displayed by them. They have printed 
their advertisements in red and blue in- 
stead of blue and green or better still 
ust plain green, the color of good Saint 

atrick’s land. This mistake will 
doubtless be rectified in subsequent edi- 
tionsfor surely the makers of a flour 
which holds the favor of the entire Irish- 
American family trade ‘in the United 
States are too asute not to realize that 
red is not the proper color in which to 
approach the hearts or rather the stom- 
achs of the Irish people. However, the 
bull in the announcement and the colors 
on the bag are non-essentials; the main 
thing is what the bag contains, for upon 
that depends the success of the Town 
Talk’s attempt tostorm the Irish trade. 


On the authority of the Town Talk 
Milling Co., U. 8S. A., the Irish gen- 
tleman who is looking for flour and 
the Irish lady who seeks to replen- 
ish her larder, are told that ‘teach

THE day of the funeral of the la- 
mented president was universally ob- 
served throughout the milling trade as 
an occasion for a more or less complete 
cessation of ordinary occupations. 
Many mills shut down entirely and all 
of them stopped their wheels for a time 
during the funeral hour. The secretary 
of the Winter Wheat Millers’ League 
sent notice to its members that the Ex- 
ecutive Committee recoramended them 
to close their mills for thirty minutes 
beginning with the exact hour set for the 
funeral. Probably every member of the 
League did so. The office of the North- 
western Miller was closed, the front of 
its building was draped in mourning 
and from each of its windows there hung 
the flag of some nation, tied with black. 
The flags of the following countries, 
emblematic of the universal sorrow felt 
by all lands, were displayed: England, 
Ireland, Scotland, weden, Norway, 
Denmark, Holland, Germany, France 
and the United States. 


Ir must have been a cold hearted 
American indeed who failed to be 
touched by the evidences of sympathy 
and deep feeling for his country in its 
time of sorrow shown by the people of 
other lands. The death of President 
McKinley seemed to awake in all bhu- 
man hearts throughout the civilized 
world achord of universal and sincere 
regret, which responded by sending 
forth across the dividing seas messages 
of condolence. Especially was the 
Amelican heart profoundly moved by 
Britain’s manifestations of good will 
and sympathy. The services in St. 
Paul’s and Westminster were like the 
touch of a brother’s hand, extended to 
give strength and cornfort, in an hour of 
sore trial and deep affliction, nor were 
the observances in European capitals 
and elsewhere unappreciated. The 
whole civilized world seemed to be with 
the people of the United States in their 
days of mourning and to share their 
affliction. 


TaiIs sense of universality of sorrow 
brought comfort and “ye and hope to 
the distressed republic yon ful for 
the untimely end of its well beloved 
president. Such manifestations as 
those referred to leave a lasting impres- 
sion and serve to eradicate old preju- 
dices and hates, the heritage of other 
and less Christian days. ‘They should 
never be forgotten and especially should 
they be recalled and remembered and 
dwelt 2, when complications arise 
which threaten serious results. Then 
the American people should recollect 
the true brotherbood of man which 
made itself so beautifully manifest dur- 
ing their time of sorrow, and the 
thought of this should make them slow 
to anger, patient and peace-loving. The 
Northwestern Miller has already pub- 
lished the cablegram from President 
Kingsford of the London Flour Trade 
Association, but it is well to repeat it in 
this connection. It was as follows: 
*t News of the death of President McKin- 
ley fills us with profound grief and we 
express our deepest sympathy in your 
great sorrow.’”’ On that sad day, when 
the president was buried, when all the 
land was hushed and silent and sorrow- 
ful, when the skies were sombre and 
sunless and nature seemed to share with 
man the universal mourning, there 
came this message to the Northwestern 
Miller from Holland, to show that our

Minneapolis Grain Markets. 





Heavy rains in the northwest prevent- 
ed farmers from hauling their grain, 
and light receipts of wheat resulted. 
This fact had its effect on the market 
and tended to hold prices firm, without 
causing an advance.

‘The price paid for the flour is not known, 
Offers of flour from the northwest 
have been more liberal and prices have 
ranged about the same as at this time 
last week, namely, for spring patents 
made of new wheat, from $3.15 to $3.30 
bulk. Hard winter flours made in Kan- 
sas and that vicinity are still ruling 
lower than prices made by northwestern 
millers, patents being offered all the 
way from $2.85 to $3.10 bulk, while soft 
winter patents are to be had from $3.20 
to $3.40 bulk. The retail trade of Chica- 
go has not been liberal and sellers of 
flour to this trade attribute it to the 
fact that some days ago the average 
ezrocer was convinced that with the high 
price of vegetables of all kinds (pota- 
toes at one time reaching $2 per bu) 
flour would naturally sell at $5 per bbl 
or much higher than the prevailing 
prices. In consequence of this many of 
the grocers and handlers of. flour pur- 
hased quite liberally and now with the

B. B. Sheffield, Sheffield Milling Co., 
Faribault, Minn: ‘tThe milling situa- 
tion is exceptionally good. The mill 
which is not sold thirty days ahead, at 
a margin, can lay the blame to its 
sales department. Export business 
shows some little improvement, but on 
the whole is quiet. A decline of 3c per 
bu in wheat will bring buyers into the 
market on a large scale. They are 
waiting for a 20s basis. The demand 
for feed continues and we believe is 
near bottom figure for the fall and 
winter seasons. We have not yet been 
able to pass our judgment on new 
wheat, but we are satisfied that the flour 
will be exceptionally strong, and when 
the wheat is cured will make an excep- 
tionally fine flour, Wheat receipts are 
very light in this section.” 





J. J. Bartlett, Millers’ Export Co., 
Omaha, Neb: '' Prices on flour and feed 
remain steady with the demand fair. 
The demand for feed has fallen off in 
consequence of the better conditions of 
pastures. The export trade is reported 
some better and there is a more hopeful 
feeling. A few thousand sacks of 
straights were sold at 2ls 6d Liverpool, 
which price seems to be satisfactory to 
our shippers. We have had some frosts 
lately but reports vary as to whether 
the corn was damaged or not, it is 
hardly likely that allof the late planted 
corn was out of the way of frost so early. 
While we generally have some frosts in 
September, itis usually at the end of 
the month.

The flour market has shown some 
fluctuation during the past week, the 
price being largely governed by the 
costof wheat. On the recent slump in 
wheat some agents were able to sella 
fair amount of flour, but during the past 
week wheatbas ruled higher, and this 
means that buyers are again holding 
back. The death and obsequies of the 
president have also been unfavorable for 
business in all departments, and of 
course have operated against trade. The 
market is quickly recovering from this 
effect, however, and the feeling is that 
it will not make any material differ- 
ence to the general trade, as soon as 
the excitement of the sad event wears 
away. With the new president disposed 
to follow the policy of his predecessor 
it does not appear that any material 
change can be looked for in general 
conditions, and the trade is prepared 
to go ahead and do business as before. 
he price of flour is governed entirely 
by the cost of wheat, and thus an ad- 
vance inthe wheat market is quickly 
followed by a mark-up on flour. The 
trade, on the other hand, does not appear 
to take any stock in the wheat ad- 
vances, as it sees no prospect of their 
holding; consequently, what little flour 
it i disposed to buy is ~ mostly 
picked up on the breaks. The wants of 
buyers are small at all times, and it is 
very seldom that more than a few cars 
ata time will be taken, while the aver- 
age is nearer a car or two ata time. 
This obliges dealers to buy more often, 
but they appear more content with this 
business than when they took from 1,000 
to 10,000 bbls ata time in the days of 
old. The way business is run at pres- 
ent, the trade appears to have no specu- 
lative feeling, and is afraid to get 
caught with a few extra cars on hand. 
There is no doubt but business is done 
close, the competition from mill to con- 
sumer being sharp, and this keeps the 
trade on edge for fear that it will 
happen to pay too much for any flour 

that it may bay.

1 bad a little chat with J. O. Frost, the 
veteran flour salesman, today. Mr. 


Frost shows the ravages of time through 
the slight frosting of his former dark 
locks, but his stalwart form and his 
courage show no signs of weakening. 
He was one of the pioneers as mill sales 
agent, and for many years he had the 
business rightin his own hands. His 
record for one mill was 225,000 bbls sold 
inone year, while during a period of 
1l years with one mill his average sales 
were 168,800 bbls per year. Then it was 
no feat to sell 10,000 bbls in one sale to 
a buyer, and Mr. Frost says that he bas 
made more than one of these sales ina 
day. In comparing those conditions 
with the present, the veteran is liable to 
stray slightly in his English through 
the vigor of his feelings. ‘'Then we 
took a trip around among our custom- 
ers, letting them know when we were 
coming, and they would be on hand to 
talk business without any kicking or 
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grumbling and if sag 4 needed flour they 
would buy. Now, they will ask your 
price, and when it is given out they 
come with, ‘Oh, thunder! you are 10c too 
high, I can get all that I want at prices 
way below that,’or something of that 
nature. With the millers on one side 
telling us what it costs to make the 
flour, and the buyer on the other inform- 
ing us how cheap somebody else 1s anx- 
ious to sell to them, I tell you the busi- 
ness is rotten, and each year it appears 
to grow worse. One of my customers 
was telling me the other day how his 
little boy happened to snap a stone at a 
sparrow; the stone slipped and knocked 
down seven sales agents that were wait- 
ing to sell him flour. So you see the 
competition that we have to contend 
against now.”

The market for spring patents is 
quotable at about $3.75@4.10 as a full 
range, but the bulk of the business on 
good flours is about $3.80@3.85, with 
only special brands that are going 
higher. As wheat advances or declines, 
| ade are followed by the mills, but 

uyers are mostly waiting for the lower 
edge to secure the supplies that they 
need. Winter wheat flours are quiet, 
with about $3.70@3.90 as the range, al- 
though $3.80@3.85 will buy nearly as 
good as there is. The fact that flours 
are being offered as patents that are 
little better than choice clears, a patent 
and a low-grade having been taken out 
of them, makes many agents squirm, 
who are trying to sell a strictly patent 
in competition.

In 1814 't Uncle Jimmy” Shields, mill- 
wright and one-time miller, came with 
a party of adventurous companions and 
their families from the mountains of 
Sevier county, Tennessee, to the then 
unexplored region of central southern 
(ndiana, now surrounding the the beau- 
tifal little city of Seymour.

Flour was firm with wheat and in 
moderate demand, though buyers were 
not disposed to pay any advance with 
offerings plentiful at old prices. High- 
er wheat simply made it easier to sell at 
former rates. Some mills raised their 
limits 5@10c, but these only helped the 
others to do business—a chance for 
which they had been waiting and play- 
ing for some time. Ordinarily under 
such circumstances the trading would 
have been heavy, but that it was not so 
in this case is because the jobbers have 
been buying in a conservative way for 
several weeks and now find themselves 
well supplied for all near requirements. 
Local dealers are not bullish; if they 
were they would quickly absorb every- 
thing offered at old prices; yet, looking 
for no material decline and knowing 
that the closing of navigation is fre-

It is a good thing the 
market is in their favor; otherwise 
they might resort to rejecting as a 
means for expediting shipments. 


C. F. Sparks, treasurer of the Sparks 
Milling Co., Alton, I1l., was in Balti- 
more last Tuesday.

THE GRAIN MARKETS. 


Wheat—Irregular and dull, closing 
unchanged on cash and Ic higher on De- 
cember as compared with the figures of 
a week ago. Receipts were good, clear- 
ances light and stock shows an increase 
of 259,659 bus. Cables as a rule reflected 
American advices more closely and 
brought a few workable orders for wheat 
on the breaks and based on cheap ocean 
rates. However, the export demand is 
far from satisfactory or profitable, as 
every shipper in the trade will attest. 
Ocean freights are a true barometer of 
the situation and these are still flat and 
neglected. Business with the other 
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side is only possible where bids are 
based on an advancing market and are 
followed by a declining one. In this 
way a little is occasionally done but it 
is all chance work or a case of blind 
luck. Something might be done in for- 
ward shipments based on current rates 
of tonnage, but the premium demanded 
for future room has thus far prevented 
operations of this character. It is 
claimed that ocean freights, which show 
a dead loss.to shipowners, must im- 
prove at the expense of wheat, which is 
the only grain available for export. 
Freight engagements for the week were 
very small, chiefly berth room at dis- 
tressed rates and mainly for parcel lots 
of wheat. Southern wheat is 4c lower 
on the better qualities and unchanged 
on the poorer grades compared with last 
quotations, with receipts running small- 
er as to quantity and irregular as to 
quality,and the best of them going 
principally to the millers. Speculation 
here in wheatis still bearish, despite the 
bullish talk from Chicago, operators 
failing to enthuse over the long side 
while the stuff is piling up and the de- 
mand is so dull. Exports in July and 
August kept the price of wheat out of 
the 50’s and carried it into the 70’s, but - 
if the present dullness in the foreign de- 
mand continues much longer it would 
not be surprising if values dropped 
back into the 60’s again. Another great 
mrs to improvement is the fact 
that Chicago commission hunters are 
flooding the country with buy-wheat 
circulars. This is particularly discour- 
aging and is likely to prevent even the 
rally which usually materializes just 
before the closing of navigation. Wheat 
might have a chance to do better if these 
commission fiends would desist, but it 
is more than probable that they will 
again prove to be the millstone. Ke-

Exports of fluur and wheat from the 
United States during August were equal 
to 34,130,380 bus — the largest on record. 
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For some time past the flour trade has 
been dragging with the mills of this 
section and last week there was a 
marked curtailment in the output. 
Both hard and soft wheat mills are in- 
cluded in those that either shut down or 
reduced their output. A variety of rea- 
sons were given for this and among 
them it was noted that spring wheat 
millers were aggressive in some of the 
export markets and millers east of here 
seemed to be underselling on soft 
winter wheat qualities. The best ex- 
port trade, although of limited volume, 
came from Scandinavian markets, but 
mills with suitable Cuban connections 
reported the usual trade to Havana and 
the outports. . 

Southern trade is active and central 
and southern Illinois and Missouri 
mills found a steady outlet for their 
product south. Eastern business is not 
as good as formerly. Buyers are taking 
notably less hard wheat flour and the 
soft wheat trade has not been especially 
large since harvest. The output of the 
St. Louis and East St. Louis mills for 
the week was given at 26,500 bbls. The 
output of the mills whose product is 
sold from St. Louis was given at 52,000 
bbls, against 71,000 last week. 

x 

There is increased interest among a 
few of the larger mills in trade with 
Cuba, the adjoining islands and South 
America. With the exception of the 
Cuban trade, there is nothing like a reg- 
ular flour movement from this market 
to those places, but occasional orders 
come from Jamaica, Porto Rico, the 
ports of Central America and South 
America. It is known that considera- 
ble of the flour manufactured here 
reaches the trade through New York 
and New Orleans exporters. The draft 
system is the one great drawback, but 
some Canadian mills have overcome 
the objectionable features of drawing 
drafts and have built up avery good 
trade, the profits making up for lack of 
volume. It would seem that some of 
the larger mills could extend their 
trade in Latin America, and new efforts 
will be put forth by some mills of thia 
section.

Charles Espenschied has _ returned 
from a visit to the Gardner mill, Hast- 
ings, Minn., and was on ’change Satur- 
day shaking hands with friends. He 
says Mionesota flour is of superior 
strength this year and the prospects are 
very good for the coming months. 

J. k. Wellwood of Shaw, Pollock & 
Co., Ltd., Belfast, was in St. Louis sev- 
eral days last week. Mr. Wellwood ex- 
pects to leave early this week for a 
short western trip before starting east 
on his return. While here he visited his 
connections and seemed as sanguine of 
good purchases of flour during the fall 
and winter as he was that the Sham- 
rock would win the cup. Mr. Well- 
wood was the guest inthis city of Ber- 
net & Craft. 

F. E. Browder of the Hannibal (Mo.) 
Milling Co. was in St. Louis several 
days last week, and met his brother 
from New Orleans. Mr. Browder re- 
ports that so far on the crop, export 
trade has been good and conditions 
were favorable, but the outlook is not as 
encouraging as in the past. His firm is 
doing some Cuban business, which he 
hopes to enlarge in the future. The 
company’s elevators are well supplied 
with wheat, but farmers are holding

back their stocks and steadily refusing 
to let go, although the field is overrun 
with buyers. In some districts wheat 
holders have accumulated supplies 
ranging from 5,000 to 50,000 bus. Mr. 
Browder says Hannibal mills have not 
been able to do much in Texas and the 
south. 

Andrew Hardie of Hunter Bros., ar- 
rived in St. Louis last week from an ex- 
tensive foreign trip, having been abroad 
inthe interestof his firm since May. 
Mr. Hardie’s trip included a visit to all 
of the foreign flour buying markets. 
While in Glasgow he was with his moth- 
er, whom he has not seen for many 
years. Mr. Hardie was specially im- 
pressed with the belief that foreign 
mills will have a splendid opportunity 
to mill American wheat at an advantage 
this year and that the competition will 
hurt millers on this side corresponding- 
ly. Aside from this feature he found 
the importers’ views favorable to Ameri- 
can mills. Spring wheat flour will, he 
thinks, be a very aggressive factor in 
the trade, and some northern mills al- 
ready have made extensive sales with 
liberal shipping orders.

MILLFEED. 


A strong market for millfeed with an 
increased demand, and Texas buyers 
coming in with orders, is the situation. 
Eastern buyers are offering mainly 78c 
for bran in large sacks, bat most mill- 
ers are asking 79@80c, and some fancy 
qualities are bringing a good premium. 
Middlings are especially scarce and 
strong and prices are higher than last 
week, showing a range from 90c to $1, 
according to quality. Mixed feed is 
held 2c over bran price and is quotable 
mainly at 81@82c in large sacks. There 
isa ——— of bulk bran, and it is of- 
fered only lightly at 73c. The east is 
not taking muchof the bran offered 
here except’ fancy qualities, for» which 
good prices are paid. In the main, the 
local and southern demand is sufficient 
to prevent an accumulation of stocks. 
Texas buyers showed a marked activity 
last week, indicating that the millfeed 
situation is not apt to show material 
declines during the winter and spring.

San Francisco 


[Special Correspondence.] 


While there are no heavy qantities of 
flour arriving, spot stocks are sufficient- 
ly liberal to more than accommodate 
all demands and to keep the market fa- 
vorable to the buying interest. On lo- 
cal account there is not much business 
progressing; on export account busi- 
ness is not as active as it was a fort- 
night ago. Most of that going outward 
is sent to Asia and South America. 
During the week there were 14,071 bbls 
exported, making 258,357 bbls for the 
season or just 100,000 more than was 
shipped atthe same time in 1900. The 
flour mills are not running full force, 
but the feed mills are actively em- 
ployed by reason of an excellent de- 
mand. All oat, barley, and corn prod- 
ucts are firm. Cornmeal has been ad- 
vanced to $34/@34.50 per ton, and cracked 
corn to $34.50@35. 

* 

Owing to the inability to move their 
grain to tidewater, farmers in many sec- 
tions are placing temporary covers over 
it in anticipation of rain. Business in 
the local market is light, shippers being 
well filled. No.1 shipping wheat has 
suffered a reduction to 95cper cental and 
milling to 97%c@$1; for the former 
prices are nominal while for milling the 
demand is only for immediate wants. 
So far this month there have been 
shipped two full wheat cargoes to Eu- 
rope and five part cargoes, making in 
all 230,301 centals, as compared with but 
one part cargo last month.

The freight market is dull, only one 
spot charter being made in the week, a 
small ship at 36s 3d, and but three hav- 
ing arrived under charter. There are 
eight vessels awaiting charter but own- 
ers are holding out for 38s 9d. Of the 49 
vessels in port chartered for grain, 16 
are now loading and three loaded. The 
steamer Belgian King will sail in a 
day or two for Antwerp with a heavy 
barley cargo. 

NOTES. 

The government received bids on 
Tuesday for 4,000 tons of oats; bids 
ranged from $1.12@1.32% per cental; 
and for 2,500 tons of hay, bids ranging 
from 43%(@75¢e per cental. There are no 
more government purchases in sight 
and the oat market has eased off in 
price; reds are quoted at $1.07%@1.20 
and whites $1.12%@1.32\. 

The grain bag season is practically 
over and prices are on the down grade. 
Holders are quite willing to sell inas- 
much as the cost of storage until the 
new season would eat up the profits of 
even a high price. Calcutta bags may 
be had at 7c and local make at 6%4@7c 
according to size of purchase. The price 
of the former was at one time 8c. 

In view of the difficulty of handling 
all grain the export movement of bar- 
ley for the season so far has been highly 
satisfactory. The demand has been 
from all parts of the world, but particu- 
larly from England, New York, and the 
Mediterranean. Over 40,000 tons have 
been shipped thus far, while shipments 
of mill products of barley have been 
fully twice as heavy as last season. E 


The new Merchants’ Exchange is be- - 


ing rapidly brought to completion. 
Committees have been appointed and 
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regulations adopted. The money for 
membership privileges is being re- 
ceived, arrangements have been made 
for the tearing down of the old building 
and the erection of the new and it wil! 
not now be long before San Francisco 
bas one of the most complete exchanges 
in the country. 

The wheat growers of the state held a 
convention at Sacramento on Sept. 12 at 
which nearly all parts of the state were 
represented. The chief subject was the 
immediate movement of the large quan- 
tites of wheat piled up in consequence 
of the strike.. A resolution was passe 
appointing a committee to confer with 
the strike leaders and see if they woul 
not cease as ae to ask the sheriff 
of Contra Costa county, where th« 
largest warehouses are, if he could 
maintain the law and next to ask the 

overnor to use the power of the state 

n protecting workingmen while load- 
ing and unloading grain. A conference 
was had with the labor leaders which 
resulted in no concessions. Another 
meeting will be held on the 25th and ii 
by that time affairs are not mended it is 
expected that volunteer farmers will go 
to Port Costa in a body and see person- 
ally to the rapid dispatch of vessels. 
At the next meeting steps will be taken 
to by pees for the purpose of market- 
ing the grain so that the farmer shal! 
receive more profit from his labor than 
he does now. Such an organization, it 
formed immediately, would be of im- 
mense benefit to the farmer, for there is 
little doubt but that there will be a great 
rush of supplies to market when labo: 
conditions are settled and unless steps 
are taken to prevent the rush, price: 
will certainly be depressed.

Corn has shared the general apathy, 
very little being forwarded except on 
through business. Oats keep up well 
as to price, receipts and quality. 

Cloverseed receipts are liberal with 
excellent demand for all offerings. The 
price has been steady all the week, $5.30 
for cash.

The Northwestern Elevator & Mill Co: 
‘'We made five days run at our three 
mills this week, having closed down 
Thursday out of respect to the memory 
of President McKinley. Flour trade 
was only fair and our sales scarcely 
equaled our output. Feed remains firm 
at last week’s prices.”’ 

The Isaac Harter Co: ‘'Export and 
domestic trade were both fairly good 
this week and we sold a full output. 
Middlings are still moving at top prices 
but bran is slow sale and at a decline of 
over $1 per ton from top notch. Move- 
ment of wheat from country elevators is 
slow, farmers being busy seeding and 
waiting for higher prices. 

The National Milling Co: ‘It has 
been an uneventful week, not much do- 
ing but with a fair demand for flour. 
We sold equal to our output, and are 
now sold ahead three to four weeks, the 
conditions of the wheat market, neces- 
eg getting us down to close prices. 
The feed market developed slightly bet- 
ter demand at fair prices. Receipts of 
wheat continue light at primary winter 
markets. Weclosed half a day Thurs- 
day, enabling our men to participate in 
the day’s services. Cars are scarce on 
some of the important lines.”’

The advance was not made by all mills, 
an’ in cases, in spite of appreciating 
wheat prices, flour quotations were re- 
duced. Indications are that it will re- 
quire a greater show of strength in 
wheat than that made by the present in- 
different market to convince buyers that 
millers have a license to ask more 
for flour. Business was confined to do- 
mestic trade and though its character 
was not all to be wished for, there was 
a steady-going business at about the old 
prices. Mills here did not sell their 
output. Foreign trade shows no im- 
provement, For the week 19s 6d would 
have been a high bid on the basis of 
London rate, and cables were generally 
at |¥ys@19s 8d. Millers are not generally 
disposed to sell flour at within 6d of 
these prices, though replies to inquiries 
made to freight agents indicate that 
sales are being made in small lots to 
Great Britain. Mills continue generally 
on full time. All but one of the Kansas 
City mills ran steadily and the output 
was 35,050 bbls, as compared with 37,800 
the week previous, 38,250 two weeks be- 
fore, and 49,660 a year ago.

The machinery for the new mill of 
Kempler & Kauser, Ellinwood, Kansas, 
has been shipped from the Allis works 
at Milwaukee and is expected to arrive 
this week. Work on its installation 
will be begun as soon as millwrights 
now employed on other work are at lib- 
erty. The building for the mill which 
is made from plans similarto the build- 
ing of the Moses Bros. Mill & Elevator 
Co., Great Bend, Kansas, is nearly com- 
pleted. The plans show a mill of 250 
bbls capacity. 

The mill of Williamson, Wickstrum & 
Co., Clay Center, Kansas, which was 
crippled some time ago by a bad fire in 
the power plant, is again in operation 
on full time and with plenty of water to 
keep up the gait. In rebuilding the 
power plant a 350-hp engine, high press- 
ure side for future cross-compounding 
is being used, and sufficient dynamo ca- 

acity will be installed to insure power 

or future requirements, with a view to 
extending the use of electric power to 
other Clay Center consumers. 


Formal procedings have been brought 
in Reno county, Kansas, against the 
Kansas Grain Dealers’ association, 
known in the state for political pur- 
poses as the ‘'grain trust.’’ The pro- 
ceedings are instituted by the county 
attorney and are, broadly, for a dissolu- 
tion of the association, as being in con- 
flict with the recently enacted ‘‘anti- 
trust’’ law of the state. The Haven Ele- 
vator Co. is the complainant named in 
the proceedings. At the first hearing, 
Friday, E. J. Smiley, secretary of the 
assocation, refused to reply to questions 
asked and was constructively held in 
custody until the supreme court may 
pass upon the legality of the hearing. 
The ansas country press has been 
making a war on the state association, 
and recent organizations, known as co- 
operative grain companies, the stock in 
which is held by farmers, have contrib- 
uted to create a good deal of sentiment 
against the ~~ methods of the as- 
sociation. A Kansas City grain concern 
has become involved in the matter, and 
the question is attracting much atten- 
tion over the state. The Kansas associa- 
tion is operated on similar lines to those 
followed in other states but much pub- 
licity has been given to the organiza- 
tion and its methods by members and a 
little judicious treatment by politicians 
and others was all that was necessary 
to develop it into a full blown '‘‘trust.’’

With prices for offal about equal to 
those of the week before there was evi- 
dent strength in the market last week. 
Country orders for feeders and increased 
home demand at the mills reduced the 
supply here, the two circumstances giv- 
ing the market additional firmness. 
Millers look for better prices and do not 
care to sell any surplus they have after 
the high priced home demand ia filled. 
Demand for corn chop is active at in- 
creased prices.

WHEAT. 

The market for cash wheat here was 
inclined to firmness during most of the 
week with only a slight decline Satur- 
day. Receipts were larger and with the 
—— advanced prices late in the 
week shutting out some buyers for for- 
eign shipment who were in the market 
earlier, the market was rather slow at 
the values asked. Millers both here and 
east of here getting supplies in this 
market bought about the usual amount 
but the advance shut off some of the or- 
ders toward the end of the week. The 
closing prices were but little over those 
of the previous Saturday. 

Receipts of wheat for the week were 
660,800 bus, against 547,200 the week pre- 
vious, and 868,800 two weeks before. 

Wheat in store was 1,314,200 bus, an in- 
crease of 94,700 over the week previous, 
and 225,500 over two weeks before.

Oklahoma and Texas 


[Special Correspondence. | 


There is no particular change in the 
milling and grain business in Oklaho- 
ma. he price of flour in the home 
markets remains unchanged at a very 
satisfactory figure, while wheat has 
been gradually getting cheaper, thus 
separating the two commodities more 
widely, which is all well and good for 
the milling fraternity. The price and 
demand for milifeed is strong, which is 
another plum for the Oklaboma miller. 
The mills continue to run at full capac- 
ity, a good domestic trade making this 
possible. The farmers are disposing of 
their wheat to meet current expenses 
only. Nearly every farmer has from a few 
hundred to several thousand bushels of 
excellent wheat safely housed in his 
granary. Enough is being marketed to 
keep the mills going, but very little for 
outside markets. here are rumors of 
mills being established in the new rail- 
road towns which will soon, no doubt, 
be facts. 

* * 


Wheat sowing is the principal busi- 
ness of the Oklahoma farmer at this 
time. Quite a large percentage of the 
new crop is already in sight from the 
highways. This will permit good 
winter pasturage by the time other 
vegetation withers. 

exas millers report trade as from 
fair to good considering the almost 
total failure of the wheat and corn crops 
and the poor prospects for cotton. The 
farmers will sow an average acreage to 
wheat. 





NOTES. 

There are no back-woods methods in 
Oklahoma; the farmers keep right up 
to the times. Down near Oklahoma 
City the ground is being plowed with 
steam plows, harrowed and sowed, all 
at the same time. Before many years 
they will have machines here that will 
cut, thresh and sack the grain, all in 
one operation. 

In Oklahoma more new railroads have 
been built this year than in any other 
state or territory except Texas. At the 
close of 1899 there were 757 miles of rail- 
road in the territory; — 1900, 138 
miles were built and the new lines now 
ae constructed will make a total of 
nearly 1,400. 

FROM THE TRADE—OKLAHOMA, 


Ponca City Mill Co., Ponca City: 
‘tWheat is moving very slowly. Hold- 
ers are looking for higher prices on ac- 
count of the shortage of oats and corn. 
The corn crop is turning out worse than 
expected. Plowing is all done and 
farmers are waiting for rain to sow 
wheat. Pastures are all dried up. Feed 

rices are high with nothing in view to 
ower them. The flour market is con- 
fined to domestic trade with satisfactory 
prices.”’ 

Medfcrd Mill & Elevator Co., Med- 
ford: ‘tWe have no complaint to make 
reasons the present situation in the 
milling business. We have plenty of 
orders booked at fair prices and are 
getting all the wheat we need to grind; 
although the farmers are quite busy 
sowing. We have had good rains re- 
pene | and the ground is in splendid 
condition for seeding. A great many 
farmers are holding their wheat for bet- 
ter prices, although we think the crop 
is half marketed.”’ 


TEXAS. 


West Milling Co., West: ‘'The mill- 
ing trade has never been better with us 
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than it is now, with fair profits and 
ood demand for both flour and feed. 
he acreage sown to wheat this fall will 
be much greater than last year. The 
wheat is nearly all out of the farmers 
hands.” 

Savoy Milling Co., Savoy: ‘There 
is very little wheat raised in thia part 
of the state and the mills are shipping 
in wheat to grind.” 

North Texas Mill & Grain Co., Van 
Alstyne: ''The milling business is dull 
here at this time, although there is a 
good demand for grain. Our crops have 
been almost an entire failure, with the 
exception of cotton, and this product is 
short of last year’s crop. There will 
not be a great deal of wheat sown this 
fall, owing to the scarcity of seed.”’ 

Werkheiser-Polk Mill Co., Temple: 
‘tTexas mills, as far as we know, are 
running on full time as yet, and are get- 
ting a large portion of their supplies 
from Oklahoma and Kansas. Grain 
dealers are also getting their supplies 
of oats and corn from points outside the 
state. The farmers in this county are 
generally in a prosperous condition.”’ 

Murrab & Moore, Holland: ‘'The 
milling business is very good. We are 
poing to enlarge our mill in a few days 
tom 75 to 100 bbls. Nearly all the wheat 
has been marketed. Very dry weather 
has prevailed through this section of 
the state. It is too early yet to estimate 
the wheat acreage.”’ 

E. O. Stanard Milling Co., Dallas: 
‘Texas millers are generally drawing 
their supplies of wheat from Kansas 
and Oklahoma, and paying a price for 
it that makes it hard to figure out any 

rofit. Since this mill has increased 

ts capacity, and the building and start- 

ing of the New Century mill, Dallas 
has become the largest milling point in 
the state. We have had good rains 
here, and farmers are now securing 
their seed. We trust that the usual 
acreage will be sown.” 


GALVESTON. 


Galveston ship brokers and exporters 
of cottonseed products are considerably 
exercised over the large movement of 
these products from north Texas points 
to New Orleans and rumored shipments 
during the past week. The reason for

We made a test run on new wheat a few 
days ago and the quality of tke flour is 
very satisfactory and contains con- 
siderable more gluten than old wheat 
flour; the yield is also better than from 
old wheat and is going to be a superior 
flour in every respect.”’

There has been a fair interest in the 
flour market this week, prices ruling, 
however, at about the same quotations 
as were obtainable last week. The bids 
on round lots of spring patents ranged 
from $3.70 to $3.75. The demand for ex- 
port has been small all the week, with 
millers about 6d under the market for 
bakers. On Wednesday’ afternoon 
about 10,000 bbls of spring patents were 
sold on the basis of $3.80@3.85, some of 
the buyers who had been looking for 
flour for some days coming in and buy- 
ing. Kansas flours are quoted at $3.30@ 
3.35 for straights and in some cases 
about 5c more is reported as the market. 
There has been a rather limited in- 
terest in Kansas flours for about 10 

- days. Winter wheat flours are held 
firmly but show no special activity. 
There is less pressure of straights on 
the market, and good straights are com- 
manding $3.35@3.40 with extra choice 
grades jobbing at $3.50. The net price 
on straights has moved up about dc, and 
Ohio flour is held 5c over Pennsylvania 
brands, which is affected by the quality 
of the grain, and concessions of 5@l5c 
are made on this, according to the qual- 


ity.

Wheat—There has been a quiet market 
in wheat speculation this week, prices 
following the fluctuations in corn, in- 
fluenced by the belief that if corn were 
seriously injured by the cold weather 
and the price had advanced to any ex- 
tent, there would be increased feeding 
demand for wheat, and consequently 
higher prices. Cash interest has been 
extremely limited, although on the 
break Wednesday a number of resting 
orders at the outports were caught by 
the decline.

With the exception of a stop for read- 
justment of the oping wheat mill of the 
Commercial Milling Co., the Detroit 
mills made a steady week’s run, pro- 
ducing 10,800 bbls of flour, compared 
with 11,400 the week before. The week’s 
sales were a little larger than the pro- 
duction, but were less than those of the 
previous week or of the one before. The 
demand for flour continues to be large- 
ly domestic. The same halting manner 
which characterized the foreign buyer 
a week ago is noticeable in his actions 
still, and scarcely anything worth men- 
tioning has been done for export. This 
condition is not local, but prevails at 
various — throughout the state. 
Some falling off in the domestic demand 
is noted, but several good orders were 
booked by both mills and this was 
helped out by a brisk local demand. 
The scarcity of cars is still felt as a se- 
rious handicap and warehouses are fill- 
ing up. Scarcely any change is made 
in the price list. andlers of spring 
wheat flour report the present month the 
best of the year, so far. The demand 
for the best grades of Minneapolis flour 
is well sustained, and the market rules 
steady. Receipts of flour in this mar- 
ket for the week were 8,700 bbls, com- 
pared with 6,000 the week before. Ship- 
ments were 6,000 bbls, compared with 
4,200 for the previous week.

DETROIT GRAIN MARKETS, 


Wheat—While a good cash demand 
characterized the market most of the 
week, very little actual trading was 
done and business dragged in a most 
discouraging way. There was no ses- 
sion on Thursday and the bulls and 
bears might have remained away for the 
remainder of the week without feeling 
the loss. The falling off in oy is 
accounted for in two ways, both being 
partly correct. The farmers have not 
the grain to spare and they are not sat- 
isfied with the price. Values advanced 
1%@2c and the market appeared quite 
firm at the close, with cash red wheat 
quoted at 73c, October at 734c, Decem- 
ber at 74%%c, May at 78%%c and No.1 white 
at 73%c. The week’s receipts were 39 
cars, compared with 43 the week before 
and 56 for the corresponding week of 
last year. Millers were good buyers of 
wheat all week and some small lots 
were sold for shipment. 

Corn—Prices are up 2c, following the 
Chicago boom, but trade is almost life- 
less. The week’s receipts were 6 cars, 
compared with 14 and 13 a week anda 
year ago respectively. No. 2 closed at 
59c and No, 2 yellow at 59c. 

Oats—There has been a good demand 
and the market has ruled strong, clos- 
ing with an advance of 1%c for the 
week. Receipts were 52 cars, compared 
witb 62a week ago and 41 a year ago. 
No. 2 white closed at 39c and No.3 white 
at 38c. 

Rye—The demand has been enough 
to putthe price up 1c, but business 
has been of moderate proportions. Re- 
ceipts were 43 cars, compared with 4la 
week ago and 22 a year ago. No. 2 
closed steady at 54c. 

Cloverseed—The market has been ver 
active and steady, closing with the lead- 
ing deals unchanged from the closing 
of the week before. Prime spot, Octo- 
ber and December, are all quoted at $5.35 
and prime alsike at $7.50. 

Beans—Although all information from 
the fields of Michigan, California and 
elsewhere points to a splendid yield of 
high grade beans, the market holds 
strong and the demand has been so good 
that prices are up 4@8c during the past 
few days. Prices are: October, $1.90; 
November, $1.70. 

Barley— Little doing and tone easy at 
$1.20 per 100 lbs for best samples. 

Milifeed—In wheat products there is 
a reduction in prices, but corn goods 
are higher and not moving with much 
life. he demand has been less for sev- 
eral days, but — are not accumu- 
ae yet as all the mills are sold 
ahead. Prices are: bran, $16.75 per ton, 
bulk in car lots; coarse middlings, $17; 
fine middlings, $19; cracked corn and 
coarse cornmeal, $22.75; corn and oat 
chop, $20. 

Cereal Goode—There has -been a good 
demand in some lines and the tone of 
the market is firm. Oat products are 
coming more into request as the weath- 
er grows colder and corn goods are 
higher owing to the price of corn.

Tennessee 


[ Special Correspondence.] 


The cool weather this week has pro- 
duced a brisker movement in most com- 
mercial lines and the whole market 
shows more snap than was in evidence 
last week, but the usual fall activity of 
the flour market is still lacking and 
millers report a general ae pre- 
vailing. None of the mills in this sec- 
tion are running on full time, and even 
then the millers experience some diffi- 
culty in moving output. The dullness 
seems to be general, and I have heard 
of several mills which have not closed 
down in September for thirty years on 
account of lack of orders as being now 
silent. The most plausible explanation 
for this continued dullness is the dis- 
crimination in ocean freights in favor 
of wheat. Millers, for this reason, are 
absolutely unable to do any foreign 
business, and the domestic trade is not 
sufficient to absorb full time output of 
all, so the only thing left for the mills 
to do is to reduce hours. The large ex- 
port mills are turning their barrels into 
the domestic trade and the result is that 
the output is greater than the country 
needs, and the division is so great that 
none of the mills can secure enough 
orders to take all their output. 

* ¥* 

Farmers are breaking up ground for 
the fall seeding, which will begin ina 
few days, and from general indications 
an average crop will be sown. Profit- 
ing by the experience of last year, grow- 
ers will not sow as early. It was the 
early-sown wheat which was attacked 
by fly last fall, and to avoid a repeti- 
tion of this, they are waiting for the 
falling of the first frosts before putting 
the seed in the ground. Seed wheat 
is selling at from 3c to 5c above prices 
quoted for millers’ stock.

C. H. Harman, of Crimora Station, 
Va., will build a new dam next spring 
for his mill, and he is now soliciting 
bids for a new water-wheel. 

J. A. Northcutt, of Lynchburg, Va., 
has contracted for a complete roller 
process mill, including a corn mill, 
which he will install in a short while. 

J.M.Johnson will build a flour mill 
at Benton, Marshall County, Ky., 
within the next four months. He has 
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already begun the construction of a 
mill house, brick, 36x40 feet. 

The grain inspector of this city re- 
ports total receipts of wheat, 1,549 cars, 
as against 1,800 for the same period last 
year. He said he had previously in- 
spected for the same period several 

ears in succession as much as 2,800 to 

,000 cars. 

The Haymarket mill, of this city, 
owned by George Spotswood & Co., was 
put in operation this week. Thisisa 
corn mill with a capacity of 1,000 bus of 
meal per day. The new building is of 
brick, with floor space 40x80 feet. The 
machinery is of the latest pattern. Mr, 
Spotswood has had an ps rig of 
twenty-five years in the milling busi- 
ness. 

The bakery of John M. Ozanne, of 
this city, was burned this week and the 
stock in his confectionery badly dam- 
aged by heat and water. The fire started 
in the roof of the bakery and that de- 
partment was gutted. The heat ex- 
ploded a large hot water tank, which 
was blown through the roof. Mr. 
Ozanne estimates his loss at $1,800; in- 
surance, $1,700. 

W. F. Eakin of the Tennessee Milling 
Co., at Estill Springs, was in the city 
Thursday. He reports.a slight im- 
provement in business — the past 
week. His mill is oversold on corn 
goods, and is shut down on account 
of the explosion of one of its boil- 
ers. The damage done was not serious, 
but the mill can not resume operations 
until the damage is repaired, which will 
require several days. 

The Liberty Mills of this city which 
have been shut down for several weeks 
undergoing repairs, are again ready for 
operation. The mills have been thor- 
oughly overhauled and much new equip- 
ment added, increasing the capacity 
from 1,600 to 1,800 bbls per day. 
The mills will resume operations Mon- 
day, provided business justifies the 
running of this and the Model, both of 
which are under the same management. 
The corn mill of the Liberty has also 
been overhauled and now with two 
flour mills, an up-to-date corn mill and 
the new elevator, the Liberty Mills 
Co. is in a position to do a big busi- 
ness this winter. 


FIRST FROST. 


The first frost of the season was re- 
ported Thursday morning, but it was 
not heavy enough to do any serious 
damage to growing vegetation in this 
immediate section. Some damage is, 
however, reported from east Tennessee 
and Kentucky. A Killing frost in mid- 
dle Tennessee -would just now prove 
very serious to the pea, hay and late 
corn crops. 

STOCK FRED. 

The condition of stock feed in this 
state, according to reports from crop 
correspondents to the state bureau of 
agriculture, is becoming alarming. In 
a bulletin issued by the commissioner 
of agriculture this week he says: 

"Crop reports from correspondents 
and personal observation alike, suggest 
that the farmers of Tennessee should 
save everything that can be converted 
into stock feed for the coming winter. 
The drouth was disastrous to the corn 
on the uplands, and the floods that fol- 
lowed, injured or destroyed a large part 
of the crop in the bottoms. However, 
the state is favored with a luxuriant 
growth of grass as a result of late rains, 
and if all farmers will cut their corn 
and, where practicable, shred it, and 
mow all the grass and weeds that will 
make winter feed for stock, they can 
mitigate the disaster that befeJl the 
corn crop and reduce their losses to a 
minimum.” 


FROM THE TRADE—NASHVILLE. 


Cumberland Mills: ‘'Trade shows 
some little improvement this week over 
last but it is not at all active. The 
southeastern buyers are holding off; 
orders as a rule are of the smaller class. 
We hope to see a further improvement 
with the new week. Conditions areripe 
for this. Cornmeal and grits continue 
in fairly good demand and we are still 
selling allofthe bran and other mill- 
feeds which wecan manufacture. The 
cool weather caused a firmer feeling in 
prices but there is no change in quota- 
tions.”’ 

Liberty Mills: ‘'Trade shows little 
signs of life, notwithstanding that the 
movement is probably heavier than it 
was last week and we look for more 
improvement in the near future. Local 
business is fairly good but foreign is 
dead and we have almost lost hope of 
ever doing anything inthis direction 
until there is a decided change made in 
ocean rates. We are not running our 
corn mill and are practically out of the 
market, but we have orders sufficient to 
absorb all of the millfeed we can turn 
out.”’ 


THE MARKETS. 


Wheat—Receipts continue light, aver- 
aging not over four cars per yg for the 
week. The bulk of receipts is from the 
west, as local carriers and farmers are 
holding off still, in expectation of rak- 
ing off a dollar for their grain. Prices 
remain firm and steady at 71@72c for 
No. 2 from wagons; 73@7ic for local 
car, and 2(@3c more for wheat with mill- 
ing-in-transit privileges, according to 
value of bills. 

Millfeed—The cool weather has had 
the effect of causing a firmer feeling in 
values of millfeeds, but quotations are 
unchanged and rule as follows: bran, 
$17.50 per ton; brown middlings, $18.50; 
Tene middlings, $20.50; hominy feed, 

Corn Goods—There is still a sufficient 
demand to absorb the full-time output 
of all the corn mills and millers report 
a firm and steady market on both meal 
and grits. There is an especially good 
demand for grits and some of the mills 
are oversold several carloads. The 
weakening tendency reported last week 
seems to have disappeared and millers 
are all satisfied with both the demand 
and prices which they are getting for 
stuff. Quotations are firm and un- 
changed as follows: bolted $1.45 per 
100 lbs; unbolted $1.45; pearl $1.55; grits 
$1.55 or $3.35 per bbl. 

Corn—There is little or no change in 
either the condition or tone of the corn 
market since last week. The distin- 
guishing characteristic is still the pauci- 
ty of stocks. Millers are daily experi- 
encing more difficulty in securing suf- 
ficient supplies needed to operate their 
mills. There is no speculative demand 
however, and mills are about the only 
— There is no local corn and 
mills draw all of their supplies from the 
west, paying 65c for mixed hulk corn 
and 66\c for good white milling corn.

Receipts of flour were 34,691 bbls, 
against 13,526 the previous week and 
17,411 for the same week last year. Ex- 
ports were 28,570 sacks. Business has 
been of a quiet nature locally, buyers 
purchasing from hand to mouth because 
they believe that prices are bound to be 
lower. Stocks here, however, are light, 
namely 12,638, against 16,644 the previous 
week and 15,844 the same week in 1900, 
and for this reason holders ask firm 
rates, there being no change from the 
previous week. he pessimists against 
this assert that there is too great an ac- 
cumulation of wheat and flour in Great 
Britain to afford much encouragement 
to those who believe in higher prices 
on account of the shortage in the corn 
crop. English cables, however, quote 
an advance of 6d per sack, but claim 
that the rise has checked the demand. 
On spot, trading has been put through 
in straight roller 90 per cent flour at 
$3.25 for export, and several carloads 
sold for domestic account at $3.30@3.35 
on track here. Car lots of winter pat- 
ents have changed hands at $3.55. In 
spring wheat flours, dealers assert that 
prices are simply a matter of what 
terms can be made between buyer and 
seller regardless of recognized quota- 
tions.

Speaking of the situation the other 
day a prominent local trader said, ‘'It is 
very true that the average condition of 
spring and winter wheat combined is 

.8, against 69.6 last year and 70.9 in 
1899, but we have an exceptional year to 
deal with on account of the big shortage 
in the corn crop, and I expect to see 
wheat selling at 80c and over before 
long, and corn at 70c and over.’’ The 
same opinion has been expressed by 
others, but how true a prophecy it will 
prove only the future can decide. At 
the moment there are no signs of its ful- 
fillment, with plenty of wheat in sight, 
more in fact than is needed for present 
requirements. This of course is view- 
ing the situation from a purely legiti- 
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mate standpoint, and apart entirely 
from the possibilities should a strong 
speculative movement set in.

‘he general tone of the market is 
weaker, Continued heavy shipments 
of breadstuffs to Europe — pene these 
show a slight falling off—together with 
aimarked abatement of continental in- 
terest in cargoes, have induced a some- 
what pessimistic feeling. Viewing the 
situation calmly, the present depression 
appears as a natural reaction from the 
comparative buoyancy ofa short while 
back—caused by the discovery that Eu- 
rope had big wants to be filled. Though 
there is no essential change in the sta- 
tistical situation, either in this country 
or in Europe, yet the trade has come to 
believe that the United States and 
Cauada will together dispose of 320,000,- 
000 bus; then the rapid rate at which 
the new wheat has been reaching pri- 
mary points has accentuated the ad- 
mitted big crops. In face of liberal 
farmers’ deliveries insufficient notice is 
perhaps taken of the fact that the Ameri- 
can visible supply is only 28,000,000 bus, 
as compared with some 50,000,000 bus 
this time last year. The increased 
yield of wheat on the Pacific slope, esti- 
mated at some 90,000,000 bus, against 
70,000,000 bus last year, is also a ‘‘bear”’ 
factor. 

Better accounts are to hand from 
France, where the wheat crop is now ex- 

ected to reach 37,000,000 to 38,000,000 qrs. 
his would necessitate an importation 
of 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 qrs, but as the 
wheat has been gathered in dry condi- 
tion, itlooks as if it would be months 
before France started importing; by 
that time Argentine wheat may quite 
conceivably be competing with Ameri- 
can. Germany is also bgp enemy 
probably her needs will cause her to

The Bakers’ xposition 
which opened at the Agricultural hall, 
Islington, on Saturday last, is also a 
disturbing factor, because many bakers 
keep off buying for weeks before the 
show opens, preparing to take their 
chance at this annual flour fair. So far, 
however, stall keepers at Islington 
generally complain of indifferent sales. 

In Mark Lane the value of top spring 
a averages about 21s 9d ex- 
ship, 22s 3d ex-granary. On Monday 
22s 6d ex-granary was asked for one of 
the leading Minneapolis brands, but 
little business was done at first hand. 
Resellers, on the other hand, were ac- 
tive and were disposing of first-class 
spring wheat patents at 5@6d below the 
importers’ prices. On Monday Minne- 
apolis c. i. f. prices were reported on an 
average at 6@9d above the parity of our 
market. Some factors are today offer-

Minnesota flour is slow sale in Liver- 
pool, and with the wills holding for 
comparatively high prices, importers 
are at a loss to understand the situation. 

P. F, Carroll, a well-known New York 
flour man, arrived in London last Wed- 
nesday, having crossed on the Deutsch- 
land when that steamer broke the rec- 
ord by making the passage from New 
York in five days nine hours and forty- 
five minutes. After stopping a short 
time in London, Mr. Carroll will make 
an extended trip in visiting the im- 
portant markets on the continent. 

Some millers. complain because their 
connections on this side do not dispose 
of more flour, and in instances consider 
the matter of making changés in their 
representatives. In respect to extreme- 
ly light sales, one mill seems to be 
about as badly off as another, unless 
prices representing less than cost are 
to be accepted. Hence the changing of 
accounts is not likely to improve mat- 
ters very materially. 

Carl Peters, London manager for Wilh. 
Hansen & Co., Hamburg, will sail on 
Sept. 21 for New York, to engage in the 
feed and coarse grain eupossns busi- 
ness, under the name of Carl Peters & 
Co. He expects to open an office in the 
middle west, possibly at Chicago. Han- 
sen & Co. will be RT! interested 
in the new venture. E. White, formerly 
with F. Vandertaelen & Co., succeeds 
Mr. Peters as London manager for Han- 
sen & Co. 

A considerable quantity of German 
oats is being shipped to Bristol for feed 
ing and milling purposes. Wilh. Han- 
sen & Co., of Hamburg, have recently 
worked two cargoes for Bristol. The 
bounty of 28 marks per 1,000 kilos, al- 
lowed by the German government, of 
course fot age J assists the Germans in 
doing such a business. Irish oats have 
been a formidable competitor for Bris- 
tol trade and are again being offered at 
a lower price than the German. 

Ambassador White, of Berlin, reports 
that recently published statistics with 
regard to German commerce show the 
exports and imports of grain and prod- 
ucts for the first half of the calendar 
year 1901 to have been as follows:

The editorial in the Northwestern 
Miller of Aug. 28, giving prominence to 
discrimination in freights against Am- 
erican flourto the advantage of wheat, 
received hearty commendation from 
flour importers in the United Kingdom. 
They are vehement and a unit in de- 
elasing that the present policy of the 
American carriers in making lower 
rates on wheat than on flour,is strang- 
ling European flour trade. vow | yester- 
day a leading importer stated that he 
was losing a great deal of trade with 
home millers who usually desired 
American flour for blending, as they 
were now able to buy hard wheat rela- 
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tively cheaper than they could the flour, 
and the high price obtained for their 
offal gave them a double incentive to 
buy and grind American wheat. 


Millers cannot be too careful in carry- 
ing out flour contracts to the letter. 
Present conditions in the United King- 
dom have demonstrated that there fs 
such a thing as getting flour too quick- 
ly to the foreign buyer as well as too 
slowly. With the large stocks recently 
apo particularly in London, and 
the dull market attending, importers 
have been pape 4 willing that ship- 
ments should take the full allotted time 
in transit, and even if such time were 
overrun, they would probably not be 
displeased. This being the situation, 
the importers naturally object to receiv- 
ing flour much earlier than the ship- 
ment from mill after purchase would 
ordinarily insure. Some mills appear 
to have applied flour in transit, on con- 
tracts specifying prompt shipment, and 
since the flour has frequently arrived 
much earlier than expected, the buyer 
has been inconvenienced and a number 
of cases of arbitration have resulted. 
The foreign trade asks for the ones 
out of the terms of contracts, without 
deviation, and unless that is done the 
miller is quite certain to bring trouble 
upon himself. 


The London market is largely ina 
waiting mood. Importers take the large 
wheat crop in America to signify lower 
prices and attach little importance to 

he shortage in the crop of corn, vege- 
tables, etc. When it is pointed out that 
wheat is relatively the cheapest food 
staple there is, they shrug their shoul- 
ders and intimate that the yield of 
coarse grain will probably be found 
larger than American authorities are 
now willing to concede. Besides, they 
count on the heavy stocks in London 
to prevent any material or sudden ad- 
vance here. Thus influenced in some 
degree by local environments, importers 
wonder at the firmness shown by mill- 
ers in offering flour, and usually mill- 
ers’ views as to prices are ls or more out 
of line with those of importers. Hence 
little trade is passing. Spot flour con- 
tinues much cheaper than the mills are 
willing to sell for shipment. The 
ee recuse is on Minnesota pat- 
ents. ile an average quality of this 
grade would range at 20s 3d@2ls 3d net 

er 280 lbs, the same flour can be bought 
rom store with 1s landing charges paid, 
at 21s@22s 3d.

A steady feeling has characterized the 
Milwaukee flour market during the 
past week, and there has been no change 
made in quotations, as local millers 
have indicated an unwillingness to fol- 
low the fluctuations in wheat futures. 
Business has been materially restricted 
by the closing of the leading exchanges 
in the country incident to the death of 
President McKinley, and on Thursday, 
during the funeral ceremonies, the ma- 
chinery in every mill in Milwaukee 
ceased operations. The demand con- 
tinues brisk, chiefly, however, for do- 
mestic shipment. Kuropean offers are 
out of line as a rule, though Milwaukee 
millers reported the acceptance of scat- 
tering bids. Millers are taking advan- 
tage of present facilities to forward 
their product to consuming points, and 
European consignments are on a liberal 
scale in anticipation of higher rates 
across the Atlantic.

Only for the fact that the mills shut 
down on Thursday, the production in 
Milwaukee would have been consider- 
ably increased during the week. Three 
mills added to their output, while only 
one reduced its Fg ge and the 
Gem, which was idle the week preced- 
ing, started up its machinery once more. 
The output aggregated 31,100 bbis, 
against 30,750 the week previous, 49,150 
the eame week last year and 35,165 the 
corresponding period in 1898. The 
Berger-Anderson mill is still idle, ow- 
ing tothe repairs being made on its 
machinery, but operations will begin in 
afew days. The demand for flour from 
domestic cources is so brisk that it is 
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anticipated that the production in Mil- 
waukee will next week show a marked 
increase, though this promise is con- 
tingent on the source of the wheat mar- 
ket, which is in a nervous condition 
owing to the advent of cold weather and 
fears of damage to the corn crop.

A special coach 
on the Milwaukee road has been char- 
tered to carry the Milwaukee contingent 
to Des Moines, leaving here Oct. 1. 

Memberships of the Milwaukee Cham- 
ber of Commerce are now worth $400, the 
highest price touched since 1883. On 
Wednesday a rule was passed compell- 
ing holders of clerk’s tickets to become 
full-fledged members, and there was an 
immediate rush for certificates, which 
previous to the‘ adoption of the rule, 
were selling at $300.

Receipts of flour at Milwaukee during 
the past week were smaller aggregat- 
ing 72,350 bbls, against 86,310 the same 
week in 1900.

WISCONSIN. 


Milling in Wisconsin is fairly good. 
New winter wheat is now being ground 
to a certain extent, and is found to be 
in pretty good condition, though it is 
light in weight. Rye is of good quality 
and the prospects for the rye millers 
are favorable. As to buckwheat, it is 
quite evident that the crop will not be 
over half an average yield. By October 
1 millers expect to be grinding it. There 
are about the same number of flour 
salesmen drumming the trade of the 
state for northern mills as were em- 
ployed a year ago. During the early 
spring the number is said to have 
dropped off, but is now estimated at 
about 50. Some of these salesmen are 
complaining of an arrangement which 
Milwaukee millers are said to have 
made whereby they are able to ship 
their products north and westward. It 
is claimed that with a milling-in-transit. 
rate on grain from the north, these mill- 
ers are allowed to mill the grain pur- 
chased in the north and to use the 85 
miles transit between Milwaukee and 
Chicago in selling their flour and feed 
to the north of them at the same rate as 
if used to Chicago. A careful study of 
the sales made by these millers does 
not reveal any great amount of their 
goods finding a market in the cities 
north of Milwaukee.

The Blodgett Milling Co., Janesville, 
Wis: ‘'Sharp, 7 temperature, dur- 
ing the balance of this month is most 
desirable for the conditioning of the 
new crop of buckwheat. Practically all 
the crop, in all sections, has now 
been cut, and with reasonably dry 
weather, it will soon be fit for grinding. 
Many a crop, however, after it was cut 
has been ruined by excessive moisture. 
Weather conditions during the next 
three weeks will have much to do in de- 
ciding how much of the crop will be fit 
for milling, and will entirely govern 
the time of shipment, which may be as 
early as Oct. 1. Rye is today 3c per bu 
= than on Sept.1,the market still 
being ruled by the price of corn. Can rye 
be used to take the place of corn? For 
certain purposes, yes. More rye will be 
used this year for distilling, more for 
flour, and more for feed. For the latter 
purpose, in most cases, it is as good as 
corn, and in some cases, better. In fact, 
in the rye-growing section, where corn 
is short, rye is already being used in 
large quantities for feed. But the en- 
tire crop of rye raised this year in the 
United States amounts to only 23,000,000 
bus ‘a drop in the bucket’ toward supply- 
ing the deficiency in corn. Taking into 
consideration all these conditions, itcan 
not be expected that rye will rule under 
the price of corn for any length of time. 
As compared with the present values of 
red-dog, low grades and second clears, 
the price of rye flour, even at these ad- 
vanced prices, is low. It seems to us 
when prices are low, that it is a good 
policy to carry good-sized stocks. The 
market may go lower for a time, itis 
true, but at some period during this 
season, present prices of rye flour are 
going to look very cheap, and large 
stocks will prove a profitable invest- 
ment.”’

During the early part 
of last week the advancing wheat market 
started up domestic buying and some 
fair sales were made, but later prices 
slumped off and values are a trifle 
lower than a week ago. Foreign busi- 
ness continues light,-with a small in- 
quiry. Mill sbipments last week 
amounted to 17,160 bbls, of which 5,890 
were for export. Mill stocks Sept, 21 
were 31,750: bbls. Millfeed is in fair de- 
mand and millers have no difficulty in 
disposing of it at unchanged values. 
Rail receipts of flour were 119,000 bbls 
and shipments 123,000, leaving stocks at 
258,500. Total flour stocks, mill and 
elevator, here Sept. 21 were 290,250 bbls, 
against 212,025 a year ago.

George W. Metzger, ex-vice president 
of the American Linseed Oil Co., and J. 
W. Hirst, Chicago agent of the Ameri- 
can Linseed Co., were looking over 
seed and oi] matters at the head of the 
lakes this week. 

The steel ship, W. L. Brown, of the 
Canada-Atlantic fleet, loaded 240,000 bus 
of wheat at the West Superior houses of 
the Great Northern road in 390 minutes. 
The ship was obliged to shift from one 
elevator to the other, which took upa 
considerable portion of the time. 

President Burt, of the Union Pacific 
road, was in Duluth Sunday with F. H. 
Peavey and F.T. Heffelfinger, and went 
down the lakes on the steamship F. H. 
Peavey. The Peavey took grain this 
trip for the first time, having been in 
the ore trade since her construction. 


The large wood steamship Fedora was 
destroyed by fire off Ashland last week, 
on the way up the lakes. It is probable 
that the Fedora has carried almost as 
much wheat outof Duluth-Superior as 
any other ship in the lake service, for 
she has been constantly in the trade for 
years. 

It is figured that about 2,000,000 bus of 
flax have been sold for immediate ex- 
port, mostly in October. American 
crushers are taking flax offered here in 
a large way, and have probably nearly 
2,000,000 bus coming on contracts al- 
ready made. Flax was strong last 
week, with active demand and with re- 
ceipts not up to expectations, 

The McCarthy Bros. Co., with Minne- 
apolis and Duluth associates, have se- 
cured a site on the east side of Rice’s 
point, just south of the large concrete 
elevators, and expect to erect there a 
large grain storage. Its capacity is not 
yet announced. The material will be 
steel and the form, tanks. ‘The whole is 
to be ready, itis hoped by the project- 
ors of the enterprise, early next season. 
The site is 580 by 1,500 feet and cost 
$21,000. It is on the same slip as an ele- 
vator site owned by the Pioneer Steel 
Elevator Co, 

The fine steel steamship Hudson, of 
the Western Transit Co., was wrecked 
with all on board—twenty-five men—off 
Keewenaw point, Lake Superior, last 
Monday. She had 69,496 bus of wheat, 
oars by the Ames-Brooks Co., and 
21,881 bus flax belonging to the Albert 
Dickinson Co. All the grain was fully 
insured. The ship was valued at $200,- 
000. It is ee that the engines 
went wrong. e loss of such a staunch 
ship was very unexpected. The Hud- 
son has for years carried an immense 
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amount of Minneapolis and western 
flour out of Lake Superior. 

Wheat receipts have averaged about 
500,000 bus a day, but the demand jg 
slow and the export situation is not im. 


mediately encouraging. The buyers 
are elevators and shippers, and the ele. 
vators are taking an holding all they 


can get, The demand by shippers js 
increasing though the preponderance of 
off-grade wheat has hurt exports, the 
foreign trade not yet taking readily to 
the lower grades. Buyers this week re. 
duced their prices, and are now offering 
sc off December for 1 northern, 3c off 
for2northern and 4c off for No. 3, 
Cash wheat has been selling at \¢ 
under December prices. 


G. A. Tomlinson, of Duluth, a suc- 
cessful member of the shipping fratern- 
ity, has just let the contract to the 
American Shipbuilding Co. fora stce] 
ship of the 5,000-ton class, to be out next 
June and to cost $220,000. This is the 
second ship Mr. Tomlinson has ordered 
in the past thirty days, and like a loyal 
Head of the Lake man he has specified 
that both are to be built at the Superior 
yards of the shipbuilding company.
